Washington, Oct. 4.—Senator Mag­ 
nu s Jolmtjon of Minnesota called at 
the white hou se and laid before Pres­ 
ident Ccolidge a definite p lan for the 
relief of the farmers of the cou ntry, 
p articu larly the wheat growers. 
The 
Farmer-Lab* r 
senator’s 
p ro­ 
p osal embodies throe featu res: 
First— Use of the machinery of the 
federal government to stabilize the 
market and set p rices for farm p rod­ 
u cts for at least two or three years, 
or u ntil the farmers can get on their 
feet by co-op erative action. 
Second—Vigorou s 
p rosecu tion 
by 
the federal dep artment of agricu ltu re, 
in conju nction with the agricu ltu ral 
dep artments of the states, of a cam­ 
p aign of edu cation on the necessity 
of orderly p rodu ction 
and 
orderly 
marketing 
The object of this cam­ 
p aign shou ld be to indu ce the farm­ 
ers not to p rodu ce too mu ch in any 
one year, and to feed ou t their p rod­ 
u cts as the market is ready to take 
them u p , withou t crowding or du mp ­ 
ing. 
Third—Redu ce the p rice of things 
the farmers have to bu y, so that they 
can keep on a level what they re­ 
ceive f >v their p rodu ctive efforts and 
what they have to p ay ou t for equ ip ­ 
ment and other necessaries. 
The 
third 
su ggestion, 
Senator 
.Johnson stated, cou ld be carried ou t 
to some extent by lowering freight 
rates and redu cing tu xes. 
These cu ts 
wou ld go only a short way towards 
solving the p roblem, however, in nis 
op inion. 
The chief trou ble in this 
connection, he asserted, lie* in the 
fact that exorbitant p rices are being 
charged for most or the things th% 
farmers have to bu y. 
This p lan, Sen­ 
ator Johnson said he told President 
Coolidge, 
offers 
the 
only 
remedy 
which he thinks will actu ally assist 
the p rodu cers ou t of their p resent 
grave condition. 
"While I think diversified farming, 
more credit, co-op erative marketing, 
and even a revival of the grain cor­ 
p oration, wou ld help ou t to some ex­ 
tent,” the Farmer-Labor senator said, 
“ they wou ld not bring abou t the fu ll 
measu re of relief the farmers mu st 
have. 
As far as more credit is con­ 
cerned, the farmers have too mu ch 
credit now. 
They can't p ay off their 
mortgages, or even the interest on 
loans in many cases.” 
Senator Johnson ou tlined to 
the 
p resident the ITodu cers’ National al­ 
liance, which he said is nu w being or­ 
ganized in ‘Minnesota. 
The object of 
that alliance, he said, is to enable 
the farmers to maintain a level of 
p rices which will insu re them at least 
the cost of p rodu ction, with a fair 
retu rn for their effort, and to hold 
their crop s off the market u ntil they 
can get su ch p rices. 
The senator did not stress the qu es­ 
tion of an extra session of congress. 
He said he p u t himself on record in 
favor of an extra session two months 
ago, bu t added that now it is too late 
for an extra session to do any p ar­ 
ticu lar thing, with the regu lar* session 
o nly two months off.

Fall of the Cabinet Due to Break Be­ 


tween the 
Right and 
Left Parties 


and Expose of Secret Military Prep­ 


arations of 
Nationalistic Organiza­ 


tions— Conflict Also Rages Between 


Socialist and Bourgeoise Parties. 


Berlin, Oct. 
4.— Chancellor Strese­ 
mann dissolved the German cabinet 
after a visit to President Ebert, at 
which he offered to resign. 
It is p robable that the dissolu tion 
of the government will be followed 
by 
the 
ap p ointment 
by 
President 
Ebert of a small directorate with dic­ 
tatorial p owers u nder the emergency 
law. 
Chancellor 
Stresemann 
an­ 
nou nced, however, that a new minis­ 
try wou ld be formed withou t delay. 
The fall of the cabinet was du e to 
an u nbridgeable chasm between the 
right and left p arties, the technical 
obstacle to agreement being the op ­ 
p osition of the Social Democrats to 
the reorganization of the cabinet to 
inclu de the nationalists and to the 
abolition of the eight-hou r day. 
The direct cau se of the crisis was 
u ndou btedly the exp ose of the secret 
military p rep arations of the national­ 
istic organizations to p u t throu gh a 
"p u tsch,” beginning with the attemp t 
of the "black reichswehr” at Ku ea- 
triu Su nday. 
The right wing of the Peop le’s p ar­ 
ty, of which Dr. Stresemann was the 
leader before he became chancellor, 
is greatly imp ressed with the danger 
of an attemp ted revolt from the right 
radicals, and therefore have been u rg­ 
ing Stresemann to give ear to the 
"German nationalists” and their p ro­ 
gram. 
On the other hand there has 
been an intense conflict between the 
Social Democrats and the bou rgeoise 
p arties over the modification of the 
eight-hou r law. 
There was a 
general 
agreement 
that no p atching u p of the coalition 
government cou ld be of more than 
temp orary du ration. 
For this reason 
many p arliamentarians have been ad­ 
vocating taking the bu ll by the horns 
and 
carrying 
ou t 
the 
p rop osed 
p lan of establishing a military dic­ 
tatorship for Germany, dissolving p ar­ 
liament entirely. 
The internal situ a­ 
tion is made more critical by the u n­ 
relenting attitu de of the French and 
Belgians 
in 
the Ru hr, desp ite the 
giving u p of p assive resistance by the 
Germans. 
Rep orts continu e of the 
seizu re of German money and the de­ 
p ortation 
of inhabitants, and other 
continu ed p rosecu tions. 
Another alarming rise in p rices of 
foodstu ffs and 
necessities 
resu lted 
from the drop iLTthe mark, which, offi­ 
cially qu oted at 440,000,000 to the dol­ 
lar, after the close of the bou rse went 
to more than 500,000,000.

Dictator Von Kahr, who has su c­ 
ceeded to absolu te p ower by step ­ 
p ing into the shoes of Premier Von 
Kniiling, who resigned Tu e» day, is­ 
su ed a decree forbidding the p ayment 
of taxes by Bavaria to the reich. 
General Lu dendorff defined his at­ 
titu de toward the different grou p s in

saying: 
"Everybody

today, withou t reservations or reac­ 
tions of any kind and, solely moved

Washington, Oct. 4.—Annou ncing a 
formal ru ling 
by Attorney 
Goneral 
Dau gherty that national banks can 
not engage in general branch bank­ 
ing, 
Comp troller 
of 
the 
Cu rrency 
Henry M. Dawes served this startling 
warning on the joint congressional 
banking commission: 
"That the develop ment of (state) 
branch banking, u nless cu rbed, will 
resu lt in the elimination of the na­ 
tional banking system, and thereby 
u ltimately destroy the federal reserve» 
system, and su bstitu te therefor p ri­ 
vately controlled reserve systems 
of 
branch banks." 
Comp troller Dawes p ointed ou t to 
the commission, which is investigat­ 
ing the cau se of the refu sal of many 
state banks to join the federal re­ 
serve system, that branch banking 
now is being p racticed in IS states. 
He asserted that tnls p ractice has 
“develop ed to a p oint in some states 
that the balance of the federal re­ 
serve system is distu rbed to su ch an 
'extent as to be a decided menace.” 
The comp troller emp hasized that 
the 
branch 
banking 
qu estion 
has 
p assed the stage for "academic dis­ 
cu ssion” and now p resents “the ou t­ 
standing p roblem in ova banking sys­ 
tem today.” 
He sa;d it is “distinctly 
a p ractical and not a theoretical is­ 
su e.” 
i 
Comp troller Dawes’ statement re­ 
vealed a sharp difference of op inion 
within the federal reserve board in 
the branch banking controversy. Gov­ 
ernor D. R. (Tissinger of the reserve 
board ap p roved the p ractice in hie 
testimony before the joint commis­ 
sion. 
To clarify the situ ation. Mr. Dawes 
said he asked for an op inion from the 
attorney 
general, "which has 
ju st 
been handed down.” 
Au alyzing the 
op inion, he said: 
"The op inion makes it clear that 
none of the major or imp ortant inci 
dental fu nctions of a national bank 
may be exercised beyond the limits 
of the city in which the p arent insti­ 
tu tion is located. 
This op inion also 
indicates that certain fu nctions of a 
national bank, incident to the bank 
iu g bu siness, may be carried ou t at 
fixed p oints within the city limits and 
ou tside of the fou r wails of the bank 
ing bou se.” 
Comp troller Dawes was exp licit in 
tile statement that a national bank 
shou ld not be p ermitted to establish 
these ou tside activities in any states 
or cities where state laws or p rac­ 
tices p rohibit state banks from op er 
ating similar facilities. 
As a remedy for the grave condi 
tion he p ictu red the comp troller rec­ 
ommended that membership in the 
federal reserve system be denied to 
state banks doing a general branch 
banking bu siness, and that member 
banks be definitely limited in accord­ 
ance with the attorney general’s ru l­ 
ing.

Washington, Oct. 4.—Senator Mag­ 
nus Johnson of Minnesota called at 
the white house and laid before Pres­ 
ident Coolidge a definite plan for the 
relief of the farmers of the country, 
particularly the wheat growers. 
The 
Farrner-Lub* r senator's pro­ 
posal embodies Uh ae features: 
First—Vee of the machinery of the 
federal government to stabilize the 
market and set prices for farm prod­ 
ucts for at least two or three years, 
or until the farmers can get on their 
feet by co-operative action. 
Second—Vigorous 
prosecution 
by 
the federal department of agriculture, 
in conjunction with the agricultural 
departments of the states, of a cam­ 
paign of education on the nee* shily 
of orderly production 
and 
orderly 
marketing 
The object of this cam­ 
paign should be to induce the farm­ 
ers not to product- too much in any 
one year, and to feed out their prod­ 
ucts as the market is ready to take 
them up, without crowding or dump­ 
ing. 
Third—Reduce the price of things 
the farmers have to buy. so that they 
can keep on a level what they re­ 
ceive f r their productive efforts and 
what they have to pay out for equip­ 
ment and other mu c la rie s. 
The 
third 
suggestion, 
Senator 
Johnson stated, could be carried out 
to some extent by lowering freight 
rates and reducing taxes. 
These cuts 
would go only a short way towards 
solving the problem, however, in his 
opinion. 
The chief trouble in this 
connection, he asserted, Hee in the 
fact that exorbitant prices are beiug 
charged for most of the things th$ 
farmers have to buy. 
This plan, Sen­ 
ator .Johnson said he told President 
Coolidge, 
offers 
the 
only 
remedy 
which he thinks will actually assist 
the producers out of their present 
grave condition. 
“While I think diversified farming, 
more credit, cooperative marketing, 
and even a revival of the grain cor­ 
poration, would help out to some ex­ 
tent," the Farmer-Labor senator said, 
"they would not bring about the full 
measure of relief che farmers must 
have. 
As far as more credit is con­ 
cerned, the farmers have too much 
credit now. 
They can’t pay off their 
mortgages, or even the interest on 
loans in many cases.” 
Senator Johnson outlined to 
the 
president the Producers' National al­ 
liance, which he said is now being or­ 
ganized in ‘Minnesota. 
The object of 
that alliance, he said, is to enable 
the farmers to maintain a level of 
prices which will iiisure them at least 
the cost of production, with a fair 
return for their effort, and to hold 
their crops off the market until they 
can get such prices. 
The senator did not stress the ques­ 
tion of an extra session of congress. 
He said he put himself on record in 
favor of an extra session two months 
Ago, but added that now it is too late 
for an extra session to do any par­ 
ticular thing, with the regular* session 
only two mouths off.

The fall of the cabinet was due to 
an unbridgeable chasm between the 
right and left parties, the technical 
obstacle to agreement being the op­ 
position of the Social Democrats to 
the reorganization of the cabinet to 
include the nationalists and to the 
abolition of the eight-hour day. 
The direct cause of the crisis was 
undoubtedly the expose of the secret 
military preparations of the national­ 
istic organizations to put through a 
putsch," beginning with the attempt 
of the "black reiehswehr” at Kues- 
trin Sunday. 
The right wing of the People’s par­ 
ty, of which Dr. Stresemann was the 
leader before he became chancellor, 
ie greatly impressed with the danger 
of an attempted revolt from the right 
radicals, and therefore have been urg­ 
ing Stresemann to give ear to the

Henry M. Dawes served this startling 
warning on the joint congressional 
banking commission: 
"That the development of (state) 
branch banking, unless curbed, will 
result in the elimination of the na­ 
tional banking system, and thereby 
ultimately destroy the federal reserve* 
system, and substitute therefor pri­ 
vately controlled reserve systems of 
branch banks.” 
Comptroller Dawes pointed out to 
the commission, which is investigat­ 
ing the cause of toe refusal of many 
.state banka to join the federal re­ 
serve system, that branch banking 
now is beiug practiced in 18 states. 
He asserted that tills practice has 
’developed to a point In some states 
that the balance of the federal re­ 
serve system is disturbed to such au 
'extent as to be a decided menace.” 
The comptroller emphasized that 
the 
branch 
hanking 
question 
has 
passed the stage for ‘academic dis­ 
cussion” and now* presents "the out­ 
standing problem in oui banking sys­ 
tem today." 
He said it is “distinctly 
a practical and not a theoretical is- 
aue.” 
Comptroller Dawes’ statement re­ 
vealed a sharp dill erra ta of opinion 
within the federal reserve board in 
the branch banking controversy. Gov­ 
ernor D. R. C r is si lig er of the reserve 
board approved the pi acne® in hie 
testimony before the joint commis­ 
sion. 
To clarify the situation, Mr. Dawes 
said he asked for an opinion from the 
ittorney 
general, "which has 
just 
been handed down ” 
Analyzing the 
opinion, he said: 
"The opinion makes it clear that 
none of the major or important inei- 
lental functions of a national bank 
may be exercised beyond the limits 
of the city in which the parent insti­ 
tution ie located. 
This opinion also 
indicates that certain functions of a 
national bank, incident to the bank­ 
ing business, may be carried out at 
fixed points within the city limits aud 
outside of the four waits of the bank 
ing house.” 
Comptroller Dawes was explicit in 
tile statement that a national bauk 
should not be permitted to establish 
these outside activities in any slates 
ir cities where state laws or prac- 
ieea prohibit state banks from oper­ 
ating similar facilities.

I. Abraham's Ancestors (Josh. 24:2,

Abraham’s people were Idolaters. 
Very likely as a young man, he himself 
worshiped idols. Tradition furnishes us 
with some interesting stories touching 
his struggle against idolatry. 
At any 
rate, his experience was such as to well 
qualify him to be the head of a people 
whose God was the Lord. He knew how 
hopelessly disastrous idolatry was to 
the morals of the people, and, there­ 
fore, would be able to lead them back 
to God. 
IL 
Abraham's 
Call 
(Gen. 
12:1, 
cf. Acts 7:2-3). 
God came to him In Ur of the Chal­ 
dees and said unto him: 
1. “Get thee out of thy country.” 
One Is tied to his country with a 
strong bond. Abraham had lived long 
enough to have formed strong attach­ 
ments to his country. 
2. “Get thee out from thy kindred.” 
Abraham was not only to leave be­ 
hind him his native land, but his rela­ 
tives as well, even his father’s house. 
Since his kindred were idolaters, he 
must leave them. 
Abraham was to 
become a pilgrim, to be without a 
home. Even in Canaan, the only land 
he ever owned, was a burial place. 
3. “Into the land that I will show 
thee." Ile was not told what or where 
the land was. He went out not know­ 
ing whither he went (Heb. 11:8). 
While he dwelt In tents during his 
earthly sojourn, yet “he looked for a 
city which hath foundations whose 
builder and maker is God” 
(Heb. 
8:10). And thus he was a typical be­ 
liever called out from his family and 
country, and renouncing Idolatry, he 
walked by faith, testifying to hia and 
succeeding generation* to the faithful­ 
ness of God. It costs to obey God, but 
there is an abundant recompense. 
MI. God's

1. The Father of a Great Posterity 
(v. 2). Tills has been literally fulfilled. 
He was not to go oat primarily for 
what he could get, but for what he 
could do. 
The minister and mission­ 
ary forget their own personal bless­ 
ings in the supreme Joy of their con­ 
verts who are the fruits of their labor. 
No name in all history equals that of 
Abraham in its honorable influence. 
His is the name of honor among Jews, 
Mohammedans aud Christians. 
They 
all acknowledge him as father. 
2. A Blessing to Others (vv. 2, 3). 
He was not only to become great and 
to share God’s blessings, but to be a 
blessing to others. 
He has become a 
blessing to countless multitudes. This 
Is the prevailing law of the spiritual 
life—being blessed to be a blessing. 
Those who respond to this law become 
the very touchstone of God, so precious 
that God will bless them who bless 
them, and curse those w’ho curse them. 
God makes common cause with His 
people. 
So vitally Is He one with 
them that It is a serious thing to mis­ 
treat them.
